There were a large number of pupils in this school, some 
of whom were quite irregular in their attendance. The first 
~ term closed with one of those school entertainments which Mrs. 
W. is remarkably fitted for getting up. She has the faculty of | 
bringing out the best in her pupils and inspiring them with en- 
thusiasm to do that best. A classin spelling was particularly 
attractive, some very small scholars spelling some very large 
words. The friends present testified their hearty enjoyment of 
the exercises. We visited the school at the commencement of 
the fall term. It closed with an evening exhibition which we ~ 
had not the pleasure of attending, but it was reported by all 
present as being a very brilliant affair. Knowing Mrs. W.’s 
qualifications in this respect, we have no doubt about it. There 
were 26 weeks of school, 9 in the spring and 17 in fall and win- 
ter.

The whole number of pupils in all the schools in town, at- 
tending not less than two weeks, 144; boys, 86; girls, 58. 
None are reported unable to read or write in any district, and 


none between the ages of 5 to 15 as not attending any school. 


In some of the districts an unusual degree of interest has been 
manifested by the parents. Prosperity has, as a rule.attended 
all our schools. The position of a teacher in a public school is 
a very trying as well as responsible one, and we are glad that 
many realize the fact, and use their influence to encourage and 
sustain them.
